LEASHED DOG ORDINANCE 


We see eye-to-eye with the Menlo Park city council in its 
decision last week not to ‘rush things” by placing into the 
tentative draft of a dog control ordinance a provision requir- 
ing dogs to be kept on leashes when off owners’ property. The 
decision was eminently fair and in keeping with council's plan 
to hear all sides of the question before a final ordinance is 
prepared for introduction. 

Sentiment at the session was predominately in favor of a 
leashing provision. Little was said against it from the audience. 

While Councilman Church moved for inclusion of such a 
Provision, his action was one to get the issue before the council 
and not one necessarily aimed at dogs. In fact, Church pointed 
out he regarded such a requirement as ‘‘unworkable.”’ 

“‘Council’s view was that since the hearing was informal 
and called to get suggestions, that discussion be continued to 
the March 14 meeting and that formal introduction of an 
ordinance be deferred until more interested parties have been 
heard. 

As now proposed, the ordinance provides considerable relief 
to persons affected by dogs that trespass or cause nuisances— 
semething lacking under the present ordinance as shown by 
last summer’s series of hearings in the case of Baron, the 
allegedly howling Doberman. Council found itself up against 
tht problem of what it could do about the case—which was 
virtually nothing, so far as any concrete enforcement action 
was concerned. 

The proposed ordinance eliminates this shortcoming. A 
police court complaint may be filed in the case of a noisy or 
vicious animal regarded as a nuisance. The city judge may con- 
duct a hearing, summon witnesses, take sworn testimony. 
If he finds a nuisance, he may revoke the dog's license and the 
animal no longer may be kept in the city. 

In case of trespassing on private property, any person 
affected may take up the offending animal and have him 
impounded. He mty also serve notice on the owner and further 
trespass then becomes a violation of the law. 

That seems adequate enforcement provision. As to a leash- 
ing requirement, it’s easy to visualize the entire Menlo Park 
police department as well as the poundmaster spending all 
their working hours running down dogs. We’re in complete 
agreement with Councilman Church that leashing is ‘‘unwork- 
able.“ 


We'll say too, that it’s unnecessary, unfair and unenforce- 
able. 


LONG-AWAITED DECISION 


While the decision will be far from satisfactory to every- 
one, the city council action of last week in recommending rent 
decontrol in Menlo Park at least should bring a sigh of relief 
all around. The first move for removing rent ceilings was taken 
last June and the procedure dragged through a series of surveys, 
a public hearing, charges and counter charges brought by 
opposing factions. 

If the council seemed slow in arriving at final decision, 
it had an understandable reason—that of seeking all available 
information and giving all interested persons and organizations 
full opportunity to present their cases and to make its own 
check on housing. 

During the long period, the Menlo Park fair rent com- 
mittee, which petitioned for decontrol, made its own survey. 
The office o f the federal housing expediter made one at about 
the same time. Inasmuch as both studies were put under fire 
at the public hearing in November, council ordered its own 
Survey in the method used by officials of Long Beach, one of 
the first cities in California involved in the federal rent control 
act provision allowing decontro!l at local levels. 

Thus, more time was consumed and it wasn’t until last 
week that council, with its own survey findings at hand, was 
able to act. 

Decontrol, of course, isn’t yet here. Under the federal 
act, Gov. Warren must concur with the city council in its find- 
ings that there no longer is such a housing shortage as to just- 
ify control. If he does concur, decontrol will be effected simply 
by the governor filing his decision with the federal housing 
expediter. 

In case of decontrol, there will be no turning back. Under 
the procedure used, decontrol is final once ordered and Gov. 
Warren has concurred in numerous cases comparable to the 
one here. 

Council has held with backers of decontrol that unreason- 
able increases are not threatened, that removal of ceilings 
will eliminate hardships imposed on landlords, that tenants 
will not be victimized and that more rental housing will become 
available. 

The decision was far reaching and we hope for the sake of 
all concerned that it will prove to be*wise. A great responsi- 
bility rests with rental property owners and their representa- 
tives to see that such will be the case.

Your City’s Business 


Councilman 
Discusses 
Tree Planting 


Editor’s note: Because Mayor 
Charles P. Burgess is out of city, 
his column this week was written 
by City Councilman George S. 
Ford. 


So much interest has been shown 
in the city’s tree planting program 
that it was felt another article in 
“Your City’s Business” would be 
timely. 

Your city has chosen the following 
trees aS best suited for Menlo Park 
by reason of climate, hardiness, 
deep-rooted growth and beauty: 

1. Sweet gum or Liquidamber. 

2. Modesto ash or Montebello 

ash. 

3. Camphor. 

4. Flowering plum. 

5. Southern magnolia. 

Other trees will be considered if 
they meet the above requirements. 

These trees will be available short- 
ly for purchase from the city. For 
the very nominal sum of $7 per lot 
the city will furnish the tree, dig the 
hole, plant and stake the tree. This 
fee also guarantees the tree indef- 
initely. 

Any further expense of replace- 
ments ore maintenance will be borne 
by the city. In order to insure uni- 
formity of species, spacing, and 
growth the city must insist on doing 
this work. The only expense to the 
property owner is the $7 plus water- 
ing. 

The other question which is 
frequently asked is, “Who de- 
cides on the tree for our street?” 
You do—whether yours is a new 
.Street with no trees or an older 
one with different kinds and ages. 

Contact your neighbors and de- 
cide among youselves which of these 
trees you want and then call you 
park department or city manager 
and they will advise your next move. 

The great interest shown in our 
tree planting program reveals the 
fine sense of civic pride people of 
Menlo Park have for their city. 


The Veterans Guide 
Subsistence Pay 
Delay Can Be 
Easily Remedied 


Most veterans in San Mateo coun- 
ty who are taking on-the-job train- 
ing or education courses under the 
GI bill of rights are now getting 
their subsistence checks on sched- 
ule, it is reported by Floyd D. Gran- 
ger, veterans service officer. 

There are still, however, some in- 
stances of delay in individual cases, 
and Granger advises all veteran- 
trainees who experience trouble in 
this respect to report the matter to 
him at the veterans service offic. 

“We have been _ thoroughly 
schooled by experience in how to 
get to the bottom of a subsistence- 
check delay,” Granger said. 

“Veterans can save themselves 
time and trouble, and perhaps actual 
financial hardship, by calling on this 
office for help when their veterans 
administration check is definitely 
late. This isn’t nearly the problem 
it was a year or so ago, but reports 
of costly delays still crop up.” 

Information and assistance on any 
other matters in the field of rights 
and benefits under state and federal 
laws are also available to veterans 
and their dependents at the veterans 
service office in the courthouse, 
Redwood City.

Your Income Tax 


Nearly All Income Is Taxable 
And Must Be Listed in Returns 


Editor’s note): This is the 
fourth in a series of articles, pre- 
pared by Collector cf Internal 
Kevenue James G. Smyth of the 
First California district outlining 
rules and regulations to be fol- 
lowed in filing federal income tax 
returns. 


With few exceptions most income 
is taxable and must be reported on 
the return. 


Some of the items to be reported 


as income are listed. They are always 
considered as part, at least, of gross 
income: 


(1) Salaries and wages. 

(2) Competitive prizes and awards. 

(3) Bonuses. 

(4) Tips. 

(5) Alimony and separate main- 
tenance payments received period- 
ically subsequent to and under the 
authority of a decree of divorce or 
of separate maintenance. 

(6) Interest on United States sav- 
ings bonds (series A to G). 

(7) Rents. 

(8) Royalties. 

(9) Interest on investments. 

(10) Interest on tax refunds. 

(11) Gambling winnings. 

(12) Real estate profits. 

(13) Rewards, informers or other- 
wise. 


Persons who receive meals and 
lodging as part of their salaries 
must pay income taxes on the fair 
market value of the meals and 
lodgings. Any salary or wage re- 
ceived in any form other than 
money is subject to tax at the fair 
market value of the goods or serv- 
ices received. 


Professional or medical: services 
received for work rendered is tax- 
able on the value of such services. 

For example, if a cabinetmaker 
builds shelves and other office fix- 
tures for an attorney or doctor an 
receives as payment for these serv- 
ices, legal advice or medical treat- 
ment, the fair market value for the 
advice or medical treatment is con- 
sidered taxable income. 

Some unusual cases arise in con- 
nection with stock transactions. If 
an employee receives capital stock 
of a corporation as part of his sal- 
lary or wage he is required to pay 
income tax on the fair market value 
on the stock at the time he received 
it. The fair market value of such 
stock is often in excess of the par 
value stated on the stock certificate. 

The same holds true of interest 
bearing notes if given for services 

performed by the taxpayer. Occas- 

sionally, there may be cases in 

which an individual receives a 

non-interest-bearing note as com- 

pensation for services. The indi- 
vidual pays income tax on the dis- 
count value of such not during 

that year if it is marketable at a 

fair discount value. 

If payments are received on the 
note as due, a pro rata part of each 
payment represents a part of the 
value previously taxed, and the bal- 
ane of the payment is income for 
the period of receipt.

immediate neighborhood area, how- 
ever. 

The single school bus operated by 
the district brings children from 
as far as the Ladera tract on Por- 
tola road to the southwest, Sears- 
ville lake on the west and Woodside 
road on the north. A portion of the 
town of Atherton bounded by Ath- 
erton avenue, Selby lane and Stock- 
bridge avenue is also a part of the 
district. 

In spite of size of the district, how- 
ever, crowding of pupils is not a 
problem at the school at the pres- 
ent time. 

The school has grown—built in 
units of a room or two at a time— 
since the beginning. The year 1946 
saw completion of a modern two- 
room unit, and an additional two
